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"for allowing said implement to move side-to-side with respect to said support frame." 
Without the slot slidably receiving the locking pin, the sliding movement cannot be 
achieved. Without the slid substantially transversely receiving the locking pin, the 
sliding also cannot be achieved. These are significant features of the present invention 
and are included within both independent Claims 1 and 11 of the present application. 

viii. Burton Does Not Teach an Actuator Unit (Claim 1 1 Only) 

Independent Claim 11 has the same features as independent Claim 1 with the 
addition of "an actuator unit attached between said support frame and said 
implement unit for applying a side-to-side force to said implement unit" The 
Official Action does not address this feature that was contained within the original Claim 
1 1 of the application and the Applicant is unable to locate any similar structure within 
Burton. The Applicant respectfully submits that Burton does not disclose or suggest the 
usage of "an actuator unit attached between said support frame and said 
implement unit for applying a side-to-side force to said implement unit" 

ix. Burton Does Not Anticipate Claims 1 and 11 

The Applicant respectfully submits that Burton does not qualify as appropriate 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) as Burton does not disclose (expressly or inherently) 
all of the elements of independent Claims 1 and 1 1 .
